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Raliroad Privileges.

The engine driver who man dov o the
strest car at the railroad crossing in
Phfladelphia, and killed and wounded
ts occupants, will he held, under the
law as construed by our courls, not Lo
have been responsible for the aceident.
1t i beld that those who seek, afoot or
in ordinary vehicles, to cross a railromd
track must exercise vigilance and care
and that if the approach of the train is
properly signalled by its whistle, any
damage to those crossing its track by
their fallure to hear or observe is at
their own cost, 1o other words, the en
gine has the right of way and thole
crossing 1ts path must take notice wnd
beware,

The gquestion is whetler this doctrine
istheone which best construes the law
and whether, if o, the law properiy
conserves the publie interest, It must
ba admitted that judielal construction
has heretofore favored railroad interests,
The idea has been that the rallrond Isa
great public convenience and that It
must be permitted to have its fulles
development and scope.  Naturally at o
railroad erossing, the common rowd which
has existed for centuries, and its users,
would be inves'ed with ancient rights
aud privileges which the new laid rail
road could not take away. Dut the
Legislature gave the raillroad the right
to cross the common road al grade,
and the courts have construed this priv
jlege to give to the railroad traing the
right of way.

The Legislature undoubtedly wadetlhe
first mistake: for most persons now,
ineluding railroad managers, will say
that railroads should not eross other
roads at grade. And have uot the
courts gone too far entirely in putting
upon the people who crossthe railroads
the burthen of watching for the rushing
trains ¥ The courts have acted on the
fden thut speed is necessary for the
trans and that it would not do to hum=
per them by requiring them to slow
down at every roumd crossing so as to
bring the train under such conutrol that
it mlﬂht be withheld from possible ¢
slon with auything on the road.

But while it 18 true that speed is im.
portant to ruilway trains, it I8 nomore
important than the safely of the people
living in the lapd it traverses. The
